The Kentucky State Fair nian- 
nsement has announced that the 
filial touches on Churchill Downs, 
getting it in shape for the State 
Fair, which begins next Monday, 
Sept, 16th, had been made. A 
large force of carpenters bave 
put in two fnll weeks bnilding 
Udditionnl Rheep and hoi: i^cns 
and flttiug tables in the build- 
ings wher» the exbiblta «f horti- 
culture, vegefaldes and melons; 
field seed and grain, tobacco, wo- 
man'a Urork, tfebte lazi»4ea, etc., 
will !)c shown. 

The owners of Churchill Downs 
at LonisTille, where the State 
Fair will be held this year, turn- 
ed over to the State Fsir manage- 
ment the entire pllint, with 860 
stalls in modern staldcs, free of 
all cost, the Board of Agriculture 
only being required to put the 
grounds back in the condition 
they were found. 

Taking the entries that have 
been made up to a week beftore 
tlio opening of the Fair, as an in- 
dication, practically every one of 
those stalls will be ' used. The 
display of horse flesh, all kinds 
of cattle, sheep, swine, muies 
and jack stock, will be in keep- 
ing with the State Fairs of com- 
mouwealths that have supported 
these institations for a qaarter 
of a century.
